“‘The lasi time I was in Washington,”
said a veteran army officer to the American
correspondent, ‘‘ those fellows up at the
navy department were in quite a huff over
an effort looking to a change in their uni-
forms, and there was as great a commo-
tion as the one that existed during Presi-
dent Pierce’s administration, when they
talked of changing the styles of uniforms
in the army. That event was attended by
some very amusing incidents, but the most
laughable was the part taken in it by the
late Capt. Derby, or John Pheenix, as he
was known in journalistic and literary
circles. He was a lieutenant at the time
and stationed in California. Jelf. Davis,
who was scoretary of war, issued a general
invitation to officors of the army who
wezre skillfal dranghtsmen to send in sug-
gestions for the uew uniform which it had
beon decided to adopt. One such invita-
tion was sent to each officer. Lieutenant
Derby was very ready with his pen—a
really ingenious artist. In reply he eent
to the war department, not exactly a de-
sign for a new uniform, but a peculiar ad-
tion to the old uniform, the amendment
cousisting merely of a ring attached to tho
seat of the trousers of each private soldier.
Each officer was to carry, instead of a
sword, a long pole with a hook in the end,
like o shepherd’s crook. The pole and
ring euabled officers to keep privates from
runting away in batile. Fugitives could
be easily canght by it and brought back ;
stragglers could be kept in line. More
cver, the ring would be very useful in the
cavaliy service to fasten soldiers to
the saddle to prevent them from
Falling off, and io the artillery servica the
rings were to be used for draught pur-
poses, in the absenco of mules. Theso
specilications wero accompanied by tho |
mosl grotesque pictures, reprecenting
officers hauling back cowardly reeruits by
the serviceable ring, cavalry securely fas-
tened to the tops of their steeds by the
samo device, and artillerymen harnessud
to cannon, drawing them throngh narrow
defiles or up an acclivity inaccessible to
mules, On another sheet of DBristol boarid
was an illustration in gaudy culors of
¢ Derby’s Rotary Male Howitzer,” ae
companied by a written inseription to this
cffect : * Upon the back of a young and
vigilant mule strap a mountain howitzer,
the muzzle pointing towards the tail. A
similar picce of ordnanea is fastened with
iron bands nonder the animal’s abdomen,
the muzzle aimed botween his forelogs to
the front. There ave ara four gunners—
two to cach piece—and a ‘persnader,” as
he is called, whosa business it is to per-
snade tho mule to stand fira and not re-
treat by stufling him with oats, after each
discharge, with a tin sausage stufler.
When Indians or other lezitimate game
appear in view, the mule is, by a crank
movemaent. on the tail, brought to the
front, It don't make any difference which
way the mule (aces—and here i8 where
my patent comes in—opne gun is always
pointing towards the front, At the com-
mand ** Fire ! the top howiizer is dis-
charged. Tho recoil throws the mula
on his back, bringing the sacond gun into
position,. ‘This is disehargad, which sl
devly throws the mule ou his foet again,
when the guspers swab out the mule’s
throat with hay and reload.’

“The illustrations whiehh accompanied
these direggions —in brown, red, bluo and
gold, and still on file in the war depart

ment—reprosonted tho rotary mule in
seven different atlitudes, looking contented
and bappy all the time. This was felt to
be ontrageous andacity on the part of a
subaltern. Thae elerks in the war depart

ment laughed at the funny Jetter immod-
erately, but their supariors looked serions,
Jefferson Davis, tho secretary, was terribly
